IOWA CITY — (INS)— W. H. 
Bates, secretary of the. university of 
Iowa, was unexpected called to the 
witness stand here today in the 
joint legislation committee investi- 
gation of university affairs. W. H. 
Cobb, university auditor, who had 
occupied the stand for two days 
and was expected to resume his tes- 
timony today, suffered a nervous

The announcement of Cobb’s il- | 
ness was made by Emmet Tinley, | 
counsel for the state board of edu-|

auditor’s condition. Senator Car- 
roll, chairman of the committee, 
told Tinley this was unnecessary. 

Change Causes Delay 

The change of witness caused a 
slight delay of the hearing as Denis 
Kelleher, attorney for the commit- 
tee, decided upon how he would 
proceed. Kelleher led Bates through 
an examination; of special incomes 
of the university. Among these 
funds received from the men’s and 
women’s dormitories, medical union 
dental clinic, union hall, psychopa- 
thic. hospital, and the board of 
health laboratory. 

Kelleher asked Bates about the 
university’s relation with the Daily 
Iowan, student publication. Bates 
told him that the business office 
and thepaper have little to do with 
ach other financially. The only 
contact is that the building which 
houses the paper is rented from the 
university, Bates said. The paper 
itself is owned and operated by Stu- 
dent Publications, Inc. Neither 
the losses nor the profits of the 
publication affect the university 
business ofice, Bates declared. The

Bates produced the budget rec- 
ords for the year beginning July 1, 
1930. The report showed a net esti- 
mated earning of $30,174.91 from 
rental. Bates stated that the ac- 
tual income would be about $20,000 
if uncollected rents were taken into 
consideration. 

Senator Doran, a member of the 
committee, interrupted to ask if 
Bates meant to say that the uni- 
versity failed to collect approxi- 
mately $10,000 a year on rentals. 
Bates said he did not mean that. 
Doran then asked the witness what 
he estimated the loss to be over the 
last eight years from uncollected 
rentals. 

“Very little,’ Bates replied. 

Kelleher then took over the ex- 
amination of the report without 
Bates having stated exactly what 
the loss was. Doran again asked 
what it was. The attorney told him 
to wait a few minutes until he had 
read a few lines and he would ex- 
plain. 

Senator Baird, another member 
of the committee, then interrupted 
to call attention to the fact that 
Doran had never been answered. 

“If you wish to take over the ex- 
amination, you can do so,” Kelleher 
offered. 

“We can do it all right,” Baird 
shot back. 

Probe House Rentals 

After a short recess during the 
morning. Kelleher read the oper- 
ating record showing figures on 
rent, repairs, insurance and net in- 
come on resident properties owned 
by the university. 

Senator Doran of Boone asked 
Bates why the university charged 
a fraternity house more than twice 
as much rent as charged W. J. Mc- 
Chesney, the university treasurer, 
for houses on which the purchase 
price was almost the same. 

Bates replied that the upkeep is 
much more on a home used by a 
fraternity. “All fraternities are 
pretty h-rd on property,” he said. 

Accort Ing to Doran, the univer- 
sity spent $1,853.63 for repairing the 
fraternity house over a period of 
six years and in the same time 
spent $2,504.07 in repairs on the 
McChesney home. 

Bates explained that the property 
used by fraternities is comparative- 
ly new and does not need much 
done in the way of repairs while the 
other house is one of the oldest in 
Iowa, City.

Local Men Face Long 
Prison Sentences 
If Convicted 


Wayne Stump, Ivan Stebb 
and Amyl “Spider” Johnson, all ‘of 
Muscatine, were bound over to the 
grand jury on a charge of robbery 
with a deadly weapon at a hearing 
held before Justice of the Peace 
Coster this morning. 

Bond was set at $5,000 apiece 
and the men were returned to the 
county jail. The crime is punish- 
able by imprisonment for 25 years. 

William -McSwiggin and Harry 
Marsh of Wilton told of the al- 
leged crime, which took place early 
Wednesday morning in a room oc- 
cupied by the two men in Wilton. 

The story of the crime, as told in 
the testimony of McSwiggin and 
Marsh, is as follows: 

Story of Robbery 

They hai retired when about 

1:10 a, m. someone came to the 
door and called McSwiggin. Mc- 
Swiggin, who has but one leg and 
has to use crutches, went to the 
door. The three local men faced 
him and Stebbins pressed some- 
thing McSwiggin believes was a 
gun against his stomach. Johnson 
and Stump walked into the room 
and at Stebbins’ order started look- 
ing through McSwiggin’s clothes. 
They turned out the light in the 
room and used their flashlight in 
the search of the room, which took 
about 10 minutes. 

Stump -stood at the foot of the 
bed occupied by Marsh while 
Johnson looked under the pillows 
and took McSwiggin’s watch, 
which he later returned. Johnson 
took Marsh’s overalls, which had 
about $9 in the pockets, and the 
three left after Stebbins had told 
McSwiggin, “Don’t make no fuss 

about this.” 

Both Marsh and McSwiggin tes- 
tified they knew all three of the 
defendants by sight. 

I, S. McCoy, night watchman in 
Wilton, testified he had seen three 
men who looked like the defend- 
ants in Wilton near the scene of 
the crime about 1 a.m. He iden- 
tified the automobile they used as 
the one they were later arrested in. 

Trio Arrested Here 

Sheriff Fred Nesper told of hav- 
ing received a call from McCoy 
shortly after the robbery. He said 
he went to Wilton,and returned to 
Muscatine, where he saw the de- 
fendants driving the car used in 
the robbery. He said he followed 
the car until he recognized John- 
son and Stump, when he enlisted 
the aid,of police and arrested the 
three on Third street across from 
the courthouse. Johnson was 
driving, Stump was in the front 
seat, and Stebbins was in the rear

Baker clearly showed that the sta- 
tion had been operated in the pub- 
lic interest, which is construed to 
mean that the facilities of the sta- 
tion are open at all times to the 
Public for use. The testimony 
showed that a large amount of 
money was received by the station 
for advertising on the part of the 
public and that “Mr. Baker’s use of 
the station for personal enterprises 
was not interfering in any way with 
the use of the station by other ad- 
vertisers. Unless it is the intention 
of the radio commission to close ev- 
ery station except those operating 
on chain programs, Examiner 
Yost’s report must be considered 
absurd, attorneys stated. They 
pointed out that practically every 
station in the country uses some 
portion of its time to promote to 
its own interests. They cited WGN, 
the Chieago ‘Tribune station, which 
sells road maps and advertises its 
own paper by news broadcasts and 
reading the “funnies” to the chil- 
dren; the Fields and May stations 
of Shenandoah which are merch- 
andising stations and whose licenses 
have been renewed regulariy with 
full knowledge by the commission; 
WOC-WHO, Davenport and Des 
Moines, whose facilities are used to 
invite people to “Little Bit of Hea- 
ven” at Davenport, for which an 
admission fee is charged. 
What Is Censorship? 

Tf the commission follows the re- 
commendations of Examiner Yost, 
it will mean that no-radio station 
in the country will feel safe in al- 
lowing any controversial matter to 
be broadcast for the reason that 
the commission, under its present 
view, can declare the broadcasting 
of anything it doesn’t like to be 
against public interest. ‘For ex- 
ample, a speech in favor of the 
democratic party or any other par- 
ty can be termed against public in- 
terest and no station after such a 
decision would dare broadcast such 
matter. The court of appeals of 
the District of Columbia’s decisiori 
in the Brinkley case can hardly be 
controling in this case, the attor- 
neys pointed out, as the testimony 
is so different. 

The procedure of the radio com- 
mission gives fifteen days in which 
to‘ file written exceptions to the 
ruling of the examiner and to ask 
for oral argument before the com- 
mission before a ruling is made, by 
the commission itself. Such ex- 
ceptions will be filed by Mr. Baker 
and in the event of an adverse rul- 
ing by the commission the case 
will be appealed to the district 
court of appeals at Washington, D.

TIPTON—“Who. has produced a 
carload of beef or more a year for 
the longest period of time and is’ 
still producing?” This question 
was asked recently in the Chicago 
Drovers Journal and more than 100 
letters were written in reply. 

J. P. Mathews of Tipton, who will 
be 89 years old on April 1,-is one 
of, the oldest shippers in the Unit- 
éd States. Only one man has been 
consistely shipping stock longer 
than Mr. Mathews who has sent 
cattle to the Chicago market for 
the past 66 years. 

The stock raiser, who is a stock- 
holder in the City National bank, | 
is a familiar figure on the streets | 
of Tipton. Although he now lives | 
in town, he is a sinterested in farm 
problems as any of the younger | 
farmers. Several carloads of cattle | 
can be found on his farms at all | 
times, some just ready for market | 
and other in the feeding lots. | 

Began in 1865 

Mr. Mathews tells of the time, 
back in 1865 when he first started 
shipping cattle to. the Chicago 
markets. At that time, he says, 
there were no banks or railroads in 
Tipton and the stock was driven to 
Wilton, which usually required a 
day and a half. 

“A banker and buyer, Joe Reed of 
Wilton Junction, made a proposi- 
tion to William Kelly, a cousin of 
tmine, and myself to buy stack and 
ship to the Chicago market. We 
didn’t have money enough to buy 
on our own account, so Mr. Reed 
agreed to finance us and we were 
to do the work and divide the pro- 
fit, if any,” said Mr. Mathews. 

This arrangement continued for 
four years. All the money for pay- 
ment of the stock was sent from 
Wilton in a horse drawn hack 
which made regular trips between 
that city and Tipton, carrying mail 
and passengers. Sometimes the 
purchase would amount to $10,000 
or $15,000. 

Paid With Cash 

“We didn’t pay with checks at 

that. time,” said Mr. Mathews. “I

just want to refer to the honesty 
of peopple in those days in com- 
parsion to some now.

In 
those days when one shipped to 
Chicago the commission firm usual- 
ly paid the proceeds of the ship- 
ment in money and the shipper 
carried it home with him,” he con- 
tinued. 

Mr. Mathews was married in 
1871, bought a farm and commenc- 
ed the raising and feeding of live 
stock for the Chicago market. He 
still owns the farm which is operat- 
ed now by his son. Mr. Mathews 
assists him in buying and feeding 
the stock and several carloads are 
shipped to Chicago.

It may be considered by some that being shy and demure 
is an asset but the truth of the matter is that it does not get 
one very far in life. If you have been much among children 
you have seen many times some little fellow who stood wist- 
fully at some game in which he was not invited to join. 
Something lacking, some inability to thrust himself forward, 
keeps him outside the pale, and he never is invited to come in. 

Shyness is one of the most cruel of all afflictions. We 
have known many people who seemed to have been born “out- 
siders” and have remained so throughout their lives. A little 
consideration by others would have been sufficient to bring 
them the happiness they never knew. But consideration is 
not a very common human trait. 

When the shy boy first enters work it seems to him that 
his fellow workers are in' some sort of a conspiracy ‘to keep 
him outside their activities.

It is a sort of mental de- 
formity whose effects are extremely serious. 

If you know such people, as you must, you will be doing a 
fine turn if you make an effort.to break them of their shy- 
ness, to take them in with your own crowd, which will help 
them to success and certainly make them more happy.

“FEEDING THE SICK” 

Supplying proper nourishment 
for the sick, and the convalescent, 
is sometimes quite a problem. It 
isn’t a question of being a good 
cook, it is more of a question as 
to what is best for the patient and 
liéw best to prepare it. 

Most sick people are like movie 
stars; tempermental as the dick- 
ens. By the time you get them 
something they thought they would 
like, they change their mind, or 
their appetite changes. Just like 
@sman ordering meat and about 
the time it is served, he finds out 
his false teeth hurt, and quietly 
slipping them into his handker- 
chief, decides that he will have 
(t thoup) some soup. 

weaving jokes aside though, a 
sick person must be served with 
patience. They do not, always 
know just what they want. And 
then again they often want things 
whith“are not good for them at the 
time. It takes time and patience 
to plan, and prepare, attractive and 
tempting dishes for sick folks. One 
thing should be remembered; the 
appetite is sensitive and the stom- 
ach may revolt against the ap- 
pearan¢e of the food as they see it 
coming, For instance, suppose a 
patient’ wants a nice slice of toast, 
don’t toast and butter a slice of 
bread ag big as a shingle, cut it 
onc® or twice, across square or 
corner wise, or in strips, and serve 
it neatly with a white napkin on a 
pretty little dish; Oh yes! and a 
smile. The best and most impor- 
tant rule is to first ascertain quiet- 
ly and gradually the likes and dis- 
likes ofthe patient, then use your 
own, .best judgment according to 
the conditions present.

Unless prepared 
with great care they do not con- 
tain the ount of nutrition for 
which they ordinarily receive cre- 
dit, for if too high a heat is used 
the albuminous principles are 
coagulated and the virtues of the 
preparation decreased. 

Beef Essence—A piece of lean, 
juicy beef is minced, or ground up, 
and placed in a wideemouthed jar, 
which is tightly corked and set in 
a kettle of cold water.

Beef Tea—Cut in small pieces # 
pound of lean, juicy beef. Cover 
with cold water for an hour or 
more. Simmer gently for three 
hours at a temperature not above 
160 degrees; strain and season. The 
finished product should measure 
one pint; if less, sufficient water 
may be added to equal that amount. 

Beef Juice—Pieces.of lean, juicy 
beef the size of a walnut are tdast- 
ed for a moment over a hot fire 
and the juice expressed by means 
of a lemon squeezer or a specially 
designed press. Season with a lit- 
tle salt and give a tablespoonful 
every two hours either warm or 
mixed with peunded ice. 

Scraped Beef—Lean, raw meat is 
scraped finé and pressed through 
a@ coarse sieve. This may be ad- 
vantageously added to the heef tea 
or beef essence. 

Mutton Broth—Add two quarts 
of water to two pounds of lean 
mutton; boil very gently for two 
hours and season, A little barley 
or rice may he added. The broth 
should be allowed to cool and all 
the fat skimmed off, It can then 
be heated again when used. 

Chieken Broth—aA chicken, or if > 
large, a half chicken, after being 
skinned and cut up, is boiled gently 
in a quart of water for an hour; 
seasoned and strained through a 
colander. 

Clam Broth—Equal quantities of 
clam juice and boiling water are 
seasoned with salt. Clam juice and 
clam broth are often retained in 
the stomach when other liquids 
cause nausea. 

Oyster Broth—Slowly simmer for 
ten minutes a pint of oysters in a 
half pint each of water and milk; 
season to taste and strain.

He next would try to make 
the long Hearts good in dummy by 
leading the Ace and King’ and 
trumping a third Heart in, closed 
hand; but would not succeed as 
North still would have a Heart over 
West. 

That would not stop Declarer, 
however, as East would lead the 
Jack of Clubs and whether South’s 
King covered or not would be im- 
material: if it did not,-West would 
‘play the Ten and East would lead 
the Club Nine, West finessing it if 
South again refused to cover. 
Therefore, playing at Diamonds, 
East and West would take every 
trick. 

Another sound declaration for 
West would have been two Spades 
over South’s one, thus showiing a 
very strong hand with no losing 
Spades. East would have bid Dia- 
monds and the hand would have 
been played as above described.

MAT MEN MAKE 
BIG DOUGH IN 
RING NOWADAYS 


Dynamite Gus Lead- 
ing Money-Maker of 
Modern Crop

NEW YORK—(INS)—How much 
money does a wrestler make a 
year? 

In view of the wrestling hyster- 
ia that has gripped New York and 
other cities in the past three 
months, the writer put this ques- 
tion to¢leading mat promoters and 
wrestlers today. The gist of their 
Teplies was as follows. 

Dynamite Gus Sonnenberg, the 
Dartmouth alumnus who revolu- 
tionized the sport with his flying 
tackle, is the leading money-mak- 
er of the modern crop of grapplers. 
He earned $700,000 in 1929 and 
1930. “Gus the goat,” who lost his 
title to Ed (Don) George last De- 
cember, has just started an at- 
tempted comeback and will tackle 
Pat McGill, of Omaha, here next 
Wednesday. 

George Gets 100 Grand 

George already has salted away 
the tidy sum of $100,000 sinee de- 
throning Sonnenberg. He figures to 
earn at least $300,000 this year. 

Jim Londos, rival claimant to the 
title, has colected $60,000 since the 
first of the year, and expects to 
increase this total to between $250,- 
000 and $300,000 by next Christmas. 
He has averaged at least $75,000 an- 
nually for the past few years, ac- 
cording to promoter Jack Curley. 

Jim McMillen, beaten twice by 
Londos, thinking he will gross $40,- 
000 in 1931, or double his 1930 earn- 


S. 

Jack Herman, local mat impres- 
sario who has been promoting 
wrestling bouts since the gay nine- 
ties; declares that'Joe Stecher, 
three-time champion, is worth a 
million dollars today and that Ed 
(Strangler) Lewis, another former 
champ, could cash in his holdings 
for $750,000. Both are still going 


strong. 

So much for the headliners. The 
members of the second flight of 
contenders, accor to Herman, 
average about $15,000 a year. 

“In this group I would class 
wrestlers like Stanley Stasiak, Pat 
McGill, Nick Sherry, Carl Pojello, 
count Zwrynoff, Hans Steinke and 
Joe Malciewicz,” said Herman, 

“This fellow Joe Savoldi, the for- 
mer Notre Dame’ football star, is 
becoming a great drawing card, I 
wouldn’t be surprised to see him 
make . $250,000 in the next two 
years.” 

Herman explained that a wrest- 
ler appearing in preliminary bouts 
might strugle along barely making 
expenses for a few years, and then 
break into the big money. 

“All wrestlers work on a percen- 
tage basis,” he said. Between 50 
and 60 per cent of the gate is di- 
vided between them. The princi- 
pals divide from 25 to 35 per cent 
of the gate. The semi-finalists 
each get a five per cent cut, and 
the remaining 20 per cent of the 
gate is split among the other per- 
formers.

BAND NABBED 


One of Quartet Con- 
fesses to U. S. 
Agent 


DUQUOIN, Ill.,—<(INS) — The 
four men whose alleged counter- 
feiting activities are said to have 
included five states and who were 
arrested here following the inves- 
tigation of a United States secret 
service operative, are scheduled to 
be arraigned before United States 
commissioner William Hart, at 
Benton today. 

Charges of conspiracy, manu- 
facturing, possession and passing of 
counterfeit money are expected to 
be lodged against the quartet. 

According to the secret service 
operative, C. J. Haubner, of St. 
Louis, who made the arrests, Os- 
car Orloff, of Staunton, Illinois, 
one of the suspects, confessed to 
him that he had manufactured 
counterfeit half dollars and quar- 
ters in ‘Marshall, Texas; Little 
Rock, Arkansas; St. Louis, Mo., and 
Paducah, Kentucky. The general 
arrests followed the apprehension 
of Elmer Buck, of Duquoin, a few 
minutes after he is alleged to have 
passed two bogus quarters in a 
bakery here. The other two men 
in custody are William Lloyd and 
John Bailey, also of Duquoin. 

The investigation was begun 
Monday after officers of the first 
national bank here reported an in- 
flux of “bad” money. 

Orloff, according to pofice, in- 
formed them that he had embarked 
on his present counterfeiting en- 
deavors last December after being 
released from prison in Angola, 
Louisiana. 

Haubner said that he believed 
Orlif responsible for counterfeit 
money circulating in St. Louis.

GOLDEN TEXT—Thou shalt not 
avenge, nor bear any grudge 
against the children of thy people, 
but thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself: I am the Lord.

1. How to Inherit Eternal Life 
(vv. 25-38). 

1. The lawyer's question (v. 25). 
The term “lawyer” here means one 
versed in religious law—the Scrip- 
tures, not lawyer in our modern 
sense of that term. It would more 
nearly correspond to our theological 
professor. The lawyer’s object was 
to trip Jesus, to induce him to take 
such a stand as would weaken his 
influence as a teacher. He expett- 
ed Jesus to set forth some new cere- 
monies which would conflict with 
or disparage the law of Moses. 

2. Jesus’ question (v. 26). Though 
Jesus knew the motive of the law- 
yer, he did not evade his question. 
He sent him to the law, the field 
which was familiar to him. He thus 
robbed him of his own weapon. 

3. The lawyer’s reply (v. 27). He 
made an intelligent answer, declar- 
ing that the entire content of the 
law was embraced in love to God 
and man. This expresses the whole 
of human duty. 

4. Jesus’ reply (v. 28). The 
straight-forward answer went to 
the heart of the lawyer. Perfect 
love to God and man is truly the 
way of life. No man has yet had 
nor can have such love. His sinful 
condition precludes its possibility. 
Man’s failure to measure up to this 
requirement is his condemnation. 
The lawyer keenly felt. this thrust. 
He was defeated on his own grounds 
and convicted of guilt. 

II. Who is My Neighbor (vv. 29- 
37). 

1. The lawyer’s question (v. 29). 
This question reveals the insincer- 
ity of the lawyer. Christ’s answer 
had reached his conscience, and 
now he seeks to escape the difficul- 
ty by asking a captious question. 
Lawyer-like he sought to get off by 
raising a question as to the mean- 
ing of words, 

2. Jesus’ amswer (vv. 30-37). Je- 
sus’ reply more than answered the 
lawyer’s question. In the Parable 
of the Good Samaritan he makes 
clear who is a neighbor, and also 
what it means to be a neighbor 
and what loving a neighbor means. 
Christ’s answer had a double mean- 
ing. He not only made clear who 
is my neighbor, but made it clear 
that the lawyer was not playing the 
neighbor. 

a. Who is my neighbor? This 
destitute and wounded man, left on 
the wayside. by the robbers, is a 
man who needs a neighbor. My 
neighbor, therefore, is the one who 
needs my help, whether he lives 

xt door or on the other side of 

world It does not regard lo- 
cality, nationality, or blood rela- 


b. "What being a neighbor means. 
Our supreme concern should not be 


“Who is my neighbor?” but “Whose ' 





neighbor am I?” To be a neighbor 


is: 


(1) To be on the look-out for] > 


those in need of our help ¢v. 33). 
It is keen to discern the needs of 
those with whom it is brought into 
contact. (2) To have compassion 
on the needy (v. 33). Christ’s com- 
Passion was aroused as he came in- 
to contact with those who were suf- 
fering and in need. (3) To give 
to those in need (v. 34). Love does 
not calculate the cost of its actions. 
Whenever there is calculation of 
selfishness. Many are willing to give 
money to help the poor and needy 
but are unwilling personally to min- 
ister to them. The true neighbor 
gives himself as well as his money. 

(4) To bind up wounds (v. 34). 
If we have eyes to discern, we shall 
see many wounds about us that 
need attention. (5) To set the 
helpless ones on our beasts while 
we walk (v. 34). This is the proof 
of the genuineness of our love) 
Those who are like Christ will deny 
themselves in order to have some- 
thing to give to those who are in 
need. (6) To bring to the inn and 
take care of the unfortunate (v. 
34). Genuine love does not leave 
its service incomplete. ‘True love 
follows up the needy. (7) To give 
money (v. 35). It costs a good 
deal to be a neighbor. Love is the 
most expensive thing in the world. 
It cost God his only Son. It cost 
Jesus Christ his life. 

This parable has. been through 
the centuries the classic illustra- 
tion of true Christian neighborli- 
ness.

Director Says Movie 
Is Big Aid to 


Plans

HOLLYWOOD, Calif—Motion 
pictures are doing a great deal to- 
ward making the world peace move- 
ment a success. The talking pic- 
ture can exert a powerful influence 
in the effort to avoid future wars, 
in the belief of Ernest B. Shoed- 
sack, globe-trotting Hollywood di- 
rector who. has returned from a 
world tour. 

The director spoke from experi- 
ence, having traveled 150,000 miles 
and visited forty-two foreign coun- 
tries. He has circled the globe four 
times. 

Mutual Help 

“International peace would be a 
possibility if the people of foreign 
lands could become acquainted 
with the beliefs, habits and conduct 
of the races of the world throygh 
the medium of sound pictures,” 
said Schoedsack. ‘The people of 
every nation have worthy ideals. 
Then, too, the qualities of love, 
hate, nobility, gred and courage are 
to be found in every corner of the 
world.” 

The director revealed that Amer- 
ica is not the only nation whose 
people have a sense of humor. The 
people of some nations even rival 
those of the United States with 
their droll wit. 

“I found the people of Persia, 
Siarg, China and Abyssinia kind 
and hospitable, and possessing @ 
racial sense of humor that rivals 
the well known American variety,” 
he said. 

The roving director was besieged 
during his travels with many re- 
quests by the sovereigns of differ- 
ent nations for him to make mo- 
tion pictures of their people in an 
effort to cement a friendship with 
other nations. 

“During an expedition into Af- 
rica, I was invited to the palace of 
Prince Ras Taffari of Abyssinia, 
who was retently crowned king,” 
Schoedsack revealed. “The enter- 
tainment of elaborate feasts and 
ceremonials costing over a million 
dollars and lasting a week, were 
Ras Taffari’s manner of requesting 
that a picture be made of his coun- 
try and its people for the edifica- 
tion of America. Some day I hope 
to fulfill Ras Taffari’s request.” 

Many Honors 

In 1925 Schoedsack directed a 
motion picture called “Chang.” 
Many of the scenes were filmed in 
Siam. King Prada Khipok person- 
ally thanked the director for the 
picture which he predicted would 
bring the friendship of the world to 
Siam. 

A more recent honor presented 
the director was the invitation of 
King George II of Greece for 
Schoedsack to film the royal fam- 
ily of Greece and the beautiful pal- 
ace. 

The directors’ travels in jungle 
forests have revealed to him many 
odd facts he said. The female 
orang-outang he found was just as 
vain as any Hollywood lady. 

“The female orang-outang is 
greatly attracted by bright colors 
and will adorn herself with any 
bright object that pleases her eye,” 
he said. “These red-haired apes 
hang native jewelry around their 
necks and make efforts to beautify 
themselves with fancy beads stolen 
from jungle villages.”

PROHIBITION IS 
‘MADE ISSUE IN 
1932 CAMPAIGN 


Raskob Asks Party to 
Consider Liquor 


Problem

WASHINGTON —(INS) — The 
Prohibition issue, as it affects the 
Democratic party, was pushed 
squarely into the open today— 
there to remain until the national 
convention next year makes its 
choice of wet or dry for the presi- 
dential campaign of 1932. 

The process of getting it into the 
open left some ruffled feelings and 
sore heads among those who parti- 
cipated in yesterday’s tempestuous 
meeting of the National Commit4 
tee, but on all sides today and in all 
factions there was apparent a feel- 
ing of relief that at last the con- 
troversy has been dragged from the 
Garkness of suppresion and into 
the light of discussion. 

From now on, for the next six- 
teen months, chairman John J. 
Raskob’s bold proposal that the 
party adopt a “home rule” plank 
on the liquor question in: the 1932 
platform promises to be the princi- 
pal topic of conversation in Demo- 
cratic circles. Its effect on the 
party and its chances for the presi- 
dency next year remains to be 


seen. 
Want Wet Platform 

In 1928, the Democrats present- 
ed the anomaly of a dry platform 
and a wet candidate. In 1932, chair- 
man raskob and ex-gov. Al Smith 
are determined that no such para- 
dox will be offered the voters. They 
are confident that next year both 
the platform and the candidate will 
oppose prohibition, which: they en- 
vision as probably the outstanding 
issues of the campaign, with presi- 
—_ Hoover championing the dry 
side. . 

Rascob’s proposal, in brief, does 
not contemplate the repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment, which 
many regard as impracticable if not 
impossible anyway. He proposes, 
rather, to amend the amendment or 
to write a totally new. one, which 
will make the original amendment 
inapplicable to those states which 
by referendum decide that they 
want to deal with the liquor prob- 
lem in their own way. 

Thus, dry Kansas could continue 
dry, with federal assitance in pre- 
venting the interstate smuggling of 
liquor, while wet New York or New 
Jersey could set up within their 
own borders any form of liquor con- 
trol they desired. Chairman Ras- 
kob described the 
“Home Rule.” 
posal forward at this time is that 
it will allow a year’s discussion in 
advance of the 1932 convention, 
so that the delegations to the con- 
vention may be chosen with the full 
knowledge of what they are going 
to be asked to endorse, and so they 
may go to the convention with the 
public opinion of their communities 
crystallized on the subject.
